FDR. TO USE ALL 
OF $3,300,000,000 
ON PUBLIC WORKS 


President, Ickes Will Con- 
fer Sunday on Plans for 
Flood Control, Rivers 
and Harbors.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt intends to em- 
ploy the job-making public works 
program to the full extent of the 
$3,300,000,000 authorized by congress, 

He will take up a special list of 
flood control and rivers and harbors 
projects at a conference on the Po- 
tomac river Sunday with Secretary 
Ickes, the public works administrator. 

It was definitely indicated today 
at the White House that the nine 
foot channel for the upper Mississippi 
river would be on the list finally ap- 
proved. 

In determining on full speed for 
the program, Mr. Roosevelt today laid 
down the rule that as much of the 
fund as possible would be devoted to 
projects which will return some of 
the outlay to the treasury. 

No Return to United States. 

However, a great amount of the 
money, about $600,000,000 must go 
to federal proposals already author- 
ized which will bring in no return to 
the government. Another $1,300,000,- 
has been ear-marked for special 
work such as highways, naval con- 
struction, crop loans, home loans and 
similar work. 

This leaves about $1,400,000,000 
for other federal and local projects. 

On the latter, the administration 
plans to advance as a gift 30 per 
cent of the cost of a project. 

On proper security 70 per cent of 
the cost of labor and materials for 
the project might be borrowed from 
the federal government. Because the 
cost of labor and material might not 
represent all of the outlay going into 
a job, it has been estimated here the 
community, city or state will thus be 
required to put up some money from 
other sources for the work. 

Light, Power Projects. 

It was made plain at the White 
House that requests for funds to build 
municipally-owned light and water 
plants was likely to receive favorable 
consideration. 

The Casper-Alcova flood contre! 
and reclamation project of the North 
Platte river in Wfoming was cited 
as a possible favorable example of a 


' self-liquidating proposal such as the 


president has in mind. It had been 
represented to him that the $15,000,- 
000 cost of this would be fully re- 
turned to the government. 

It likewise was indicated at the 
White House that the public buildings 
program was due for considerable 
trimming. The president is insisting 
that funds be allowed only for new 
postoffices or federal buildings when 
it can be proven that over a given 
period of years it would cost the gov- 
ernment less to build than to continue 
the present rental basis. 

$90.000,000 Program. 

The public works administration 
has submitted to President Roosevelt 
for final approval a long list of river 
and harbor and floo@control projects, 
totaling about $90,000,000. It an- 
nounced today the allocation of $115.- 
513,610 for a variety of governmental 
and local projects.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—()— 
Having achieved success in their drive 
to reduce the 1933 cotton crop by 
3,600,000 or more bales, federal agri- 
cultural officials today turned atten- 
tion to tobacco, a second important 
southern product, and announced that 
Monday will see the start of a cam- 
paign to cut this year’s cigar leaf 
yield by 50 per cent. 

Georgia and Florida growers will 


be paid cash bounties up to $60 an 
acre for carrying out the program 
which, like the eotton- plan, will be 
financed by a processing tax to be- 
a effective probably about Octo- 

er 1. 

Secretary Wallace tonight con- 
firmed unofficial reports that the 
south had answered the plea for cot- 
ton crop reduction by revealing that 
more than 9,580,000 acres of grow- 
ing cotton have been pledged to de- 
struction. Plows next week will be- 
gin turning the growing stalks under 
on (00,000 farms in 16 states and the 
government estimates that as a result 
at least 3,600,000 bales will be sub- 
tracted from the previously estimated 
érop of 13,000,000 bales. 

Cash and Options. 

The agriculture secretary said he 
would accept most of the contract of- 
fers signed by growers to curtail their 
crop from 25 to 50 per cent in re- 
turn for cash payments and options 
on 2,000,000 bales of government-held 
cotton. 

At the same time he announced 
approval by President Roosevelt of a 
tax of 4.2 cents a pound on all pro- 
cessing of the staple beginning Au- 
gust 1. He estimated the yield of the 
levy at from $115,000,000 to $120,- 
000,000, which will be used to fi- 
nance the payments to farmers. No 
tax will be collected on the cotton ex- 
ported—normally about one-half of 
the American crop. 

_ At the same time a compensatory 
import tax equal to the processing 
tax will go into effect to put importa- 
tions of cotton on the same basis as 
the domestic product. Taxes will be 
levied also on the processing of com- 
peting products, including rayon and 
silk and probably wool, linen and oth- 
er materials to prevent the cotton 
tax from providing a special handicap 
to its sale and consumption. 

_ Tobacco Plans Vary. 

While the plan of paying farmers 
who destroy portions of their growing 
tobacco crop is the same.for all sec- 
tions, certain phases of the plan vary 
in each of the growing districts be- 
Cause of the differenee in grades of 
tobacco.

To Sweep Away ‘Red Tape’ 
And Break Back of Crime 


Abolition of Overlapping Jurisdictions and Re- 
sultant Legal Obstacles to Law Enforce- 
ment Advocated by Coe.

Story he outlines a solution. 

By CHARLES FRANCIS COE. 

In a recent notorious case three 
grand juries were conducting separate 
investigations of the same crime, 
Three prosecutors were seeking solu- 
tion of the crime and conviction of 
the same criminal. Three state gov- 
ernments were trying to find what 
they ought to do about it. 

During this time the criminal was 
living a riotous life on the proceeds 
of his endeavors. That is nor un- 
usual, but it is ridiculous. The cost 
is beyond all sense and reason. It is 
as criminal as the crime under in- 
vestigation. 

A man shot a man in New York. 
He dragged the body to’ New ‘ersey 
and dumped it there. Then he dashed 
to Delaware to hide out. They found 
him there. Three investigations were 
begun to determine what to do with 
him and where to do it. Two extra- 
ditions were necessary to ‘ring the 
killer to trial. Mounting taxes and 
infinite delay for offended society! 

imple Case. 

That is a simple case. Take any 
three states and counties and the same 
would be true. All this abets the 
criminal. He runs to another state 
solely to accomplish the very delay 
that accrues. 

While juries meditate what to do 
shyster lawyers produce a habeas cor- 
pus and the criminal has flown the 
coop before there is any legal instru- 
ment to hold him. This wus ali too 
frequently true when the killing was 
a gang one and the habeas financed 
by millions in bootleg money. It is 
equally all too true that the pros- 
eet and safety of the crimina: have 
een predicated upon his money and 
its corruptive power. Legal tecehni- 
calities have served to liberate many 
a killer, and those technicalities .ave 
been discovered and allowed only D«- 
cause of influence. 

Disastrous Connection. 


The connection between the police 
and the criminal is the most disas- 
trous faced by soeiety. Perfect it 
and society is utterly defenseless. It 
has come to its greatest fruition un- 
der prohibition because of lack of 
sympathy for the law and the ease 
with which millions have trickled into 
unworthy palms. The criminal al- 
ways has it on the police who have 
taken bribes. They have it on Lrose- 
cutors seeking re-election and judges 
dependent upon the same thing. It 
has made a vicious circle. 

Well-planned murder is almost im- 
possible to detect and convict. ‘his 
is due,to the planning and the appar- 
ent lack of motive in people wno had 
opportunity to kill We may know 
the cause and the source of murder 
but we cannot prove them in court. 
So murder became easy. It was easy 
because of this connection between 
the law and the law-breaker.. Such 
connections are inevitable in great 
cities with laws like prohibition bat- 
tering at the foundations of honest 
enforcement. 

Must Break Connection. 


Now, how break up that connec- 
tion? With bootleggers turned rack- 
eteers and kidnapers, how handle 
them? The kidnaping will die away 
because no one can protect it long. 
The racketeering will continue because 
business finds it cheaper to pay trib- 
ute than to risk life and property 
fighting. Yet we must break up the 
rackets. 

It is my judgment that federal ac- 
tion is the only solution. Uncle Sam 
with his long arm cah reach over ex- 
traditions. e can batter down alli- 
ance between law and crime. He 
can step into a city and demand the 
facts. He can do that because he 
will not long remain in any oue city. 
Not long enough for his officers to 
get tangled in the web of dirty money 
that flows in the urban streets of 
America. The federal officer may not 
be more honest inherently than the 
local one. But he has an esprit de 
corps which only passing contact with 
local conditions never can shatter. 

National Force. 

I favor a national police force for 
criminal investigation and _ prosecu- 
tion, I feet that the people of the 
country soon will be forced to demand 
it. America’s great cities have dou- 
bled police forces in the last 30 years, 
and the crime rates have increased 
twice as much as the police! 

see no need of county govern- 
ments. They are an expense, a cum- 
bersome method of maintaining ag 8 
in- 
drance to direct and economical gov- 
ernment. Why the city or village 
should arrest a man for crime, only 
to have him tried by the county and 
imprisoned by the state, I shall never 
understand. If I rely upon political 
surveys by purveyors of political pat- 
ronage, of course, I might see a good 
reason for such roundabout methods. 
But I do not rely upon those. That 
is a political chicanery which long 
since has perished in the minds of a 
tax-burdened, crime-ridden people. 

If every city in the United States 
did away with its criminal investiga- 
tion police and turned that function 
over to the federal government, I be- 
lieve crime would be reduced to its 
minimum in very brief time, If cities 
handled traffic, protected life and 
property and policed as the uniformed 
force generally does, there would be 
If, when 
major criminal offenses were recorded 
in any city, the federal government 
gave that city three days to appre 
hend the criminal, then, that failing.

If you have ever planted a lawn, 
rejoicing in the deep green carpet soon 
to cover your bare ground, only to 
find it erossed and recrossed with 
miniature mountain ranges within a 
week, you have made the acquaint- 
ance of moles. To have met them un- 
der such unfortunate circumstances 
is to gain a very bad first impression, 
Undoubtedly, moles do much damage to 
the appearance of a lawn, but they 
are most interesting animals to the 
student of mammals. 

For the information of those who 
have never seen a mole, let me say a

The nest of the mole,’in the maze 
of burrows, is about six inches in di- 
ameter, lined with roots, grass, or 
leaves. There are from two to five 
young, born in the spring.

AN INEXCUSABLE CONDITION. 

A -campaign to eradicate the 
smoke evil by enforcement of ex- 
isting laws has been launched in 
Louisville, Ky., under the sponsor- 
ship of the Retail Merchants’ As- 
| sociation of that city. 

Few municipalities in the United 
States are more in need of more 
vigorous enforcement of their anti- 
smoke ordinances than Atlanta. At 
all hours of the day belching clouds 
of black, soot-laden smoke are to 
be seen issuing from the chimneys 
of office buildings, manufacturing 
plants and innumerable small build- 
ings in every part of the business 
center of the city. 

Some years ago a Strict anti- 
smoke ordinance was passed by 
city council, under which the in- 
stallation of devices to eliminate 
smoke was required of all concerns 
operating furnaces for any purpose. 
Many Atlanta concerns, in compli- 
ance with this law, went to the 
expense of installing these appli- 
ances, but others are still openly 
flouting its provisions. 

That these firms should be al- 
lowed to continue to blanket the 
city with the smoke and soot from 
their furnaces is inexcusable, and 
is an injustice to those concerns 
who, at considerable expense, in- 
Stalled the smoke prevention de- 
vices, 

As The Constitution has often 
pointed out, the city itself is one 
of the worst offenders against the 
smoke nuisance ordinance. No 
chimneys in the city pour out 
blacker volumes of smoke than 
those emanating from city-owned 
and operated plants. For blocks 
around these plants settling soot is 
to be encountered at all hours of 
the day. 


Following the development of 
the smoke prevention devices sev- 
eral years ago, the smoke problem 
was solved by most American 
cities, which promptly passed ordi- 
nances requiring their installation— 
and then saw to it that they were 
installed or that the use of the 
furnaces not having them was aban- 
doned. , 

Evidently Louisville, like Atlan-

WHISPERS WASHINGTON, July 14.—This move ‘to put all 
postmasters under the civil service has more behind 
it than meets the naked eye. 

Such a step was badly needed at this time to kill off a whis- 
pered story going around the country that the democrats at last 
were ready to throw the republicans out of the postoffices with a 
vengeance—that the spoils system was to be restored. 

It did not take Postmaster-General Farley long to hear about it. 


PURPOSES Hot denials were issued by Mr. Farley. The whis- 

pered story, however, was nowhere publicly print- 
ed, so no one except the insiders knew what the postmaster- 
general was shooting at and his denials did not attract much at- 
tention. Something else was necessary. 

The new postmaster movement filled the bill better than you 
would ever suspect. ) 

It may be true that it takes politics out of the postoffice as 
much as it can be, pending an administration. by angels. But there 
is more to it than that. What it will do first is to take republicans 
out of the postoffice and put civil service democrats -in.

The Rev. J. M. Williams, of Au- 
gusta, informed Friday that the Geor- 
gia supreme court had upheld his life 
sentence for the murder of his son, 
Raford Grady Williams, informed

In affirmgng judgment of the trial 
court for thé killing of August 5, 1931,

if not abundant, evidence to authorize 
the verdict of guilty.”

Roosevelt Asks Ruling 
On Gold Ore Exports 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—()— 
Inferested in the efforts of Ameri- 
ean gold miners to find a way to 
the world’s market price, President 
Roosevelt has asked Attorney-General 
Cummings to study the legality of ex- 
porting gold ore under the existing 
gold embargo. 

The problem has resolved itself into 
a legal one with the question being 
to determine whether the United 
States gold embargo on bullion ap- 
plies also to gold ore. 

Mr. Roosevelt feels it vital to main- 
tain the gold embargo in view of the 
international gold war. - 

However. he is hopeful of finding 4 
way by legal process to permit Amer- 
ican gold producers to obtain the high- 
er price which is available in the 
markets outside of the United States. 

Informed by western senators that 
a relaxation in the gold embargo to 
permit sales of newly mined gold 
abroad might provide jobs, Mr. Roose- 
velt is studying the question closely. 

It was said at the White House 
today that no decision had been made 
hy the treasury department, which is 
interested in the question also, and 
the matter probably will remain in a 
suspended state pending a ruling by 
the attorney-general.
